About 350 miles of additional state 


highway construction, estimated to 
cost $1,050,000, is the next install- 
ment of this year's program for Ne- 
braska as announced Monday fore- 
noon by Governor Bryan. Bids on 
that amount of work will be adver- 
tised for to be submitted and opened 
at the capitol on July 9. 


Three previous lettings have al- 
ready been made during 1931 for an 
aggregate of about $7,695,000. The 
work to be contracted for in July 
will'raise the total to 
$8,745,000. 
Still another group of projects 
amounting to $1,000,000 or more is 
being prepared on which bids will 
be requested for about August 1, 
Governor Bryan said. This is ex- 
pected to exhaust the balance of 
available revenue for the current 
annum. 


Approximately $231,000 of unpaid 
obligations on 1930 contracts was 
carried over to this year and will 
have to be taken care of in addition 
to the new cvtlay. However, there 
will be some carryover of the same 
kind from 1931 to 1932.

Of the money to be spent on un- 
dertakings in the schedule for July 
9, the sum. of $650,000 will go A3 
improve highway sections embraced 
within the 
system, and original 
federal-state 


$400,000 will be used 
on roads which have since been 
established as state highways only. 
There will be 178 miles of new 
grading, inclusive of small struc- 
tures and 14 bridges; 146 miles of 
graveling, for most of which the 
preliminary grading has been com- 
pleted; 18 miles of sand and oil 
surfacing in the sandy regions of 
western and northwestern Nebras- 
ka; and 8 miles of paving between 
Blair and Fort Calhoun in Wash- 
ington county. 


Bids on this piece of paving were 
received about a year ago, but fed- 
eral engineers declined to approve 
the project at that time because 
the plans for two bridges did not 
allow a sufficient width. The state

Problems for Each Country. 


In discussing the problem of over- 


production of wheat, he said, "each 
country will have to approach the 
question in its own way. This is fac- 
.litated and expedited by conversa- 
iions that lay bare the underlying 
facts. Acreage reduction is coming 
about in Australia, Argentine and 
Canada through sheer necessity. It 
will be hastened by a realization 
that there is no legerdemain by 
which such abnormal quantities of 
wheat can be disoosed of at a prof- 
it to the grower.. It is apparent that 
Russia is not so "happy with her sit- 
uation, and some of the Balkan 
states are looking for other crops 
than wheat. These are encouraging 
signs." 


McKelvie said the nroposal to de- 
velop a clearing house of world 
wheat information has " very good 
possibilities." 
"Russia's approval of this pro- 


posal," he added " should mean that 
important information needed from 
that country will now become avail- 
able, and if it is, one of the most 
tiighly speculative elements in the 
market will have been removed." 
In regard to the Russian criticism 


of the United States at the close 
McKelvie said: "We made no reply, 
being content to feel that the fail- 
ure of Russia to get the commit- 
ments she wanted did not signify the 
failure of the conferense. Rather the 
reverse was true. We had no favors 
to ask and could be unprejudiced in 
our views."'

Chappell Rules Against 


Auditor in Action by 


City of O'Neill. 


Local powers won a victory over 


state regulation Monday when Dis- 
trict Judge ChappelL entered a 
mandamus order requiring George 
W Marsh as auditor of public ac- 
counts to approve and register 
bonds in the amount of §7,000 issued 
bv the city of O'Neill for the pur- 
chase of fire-fighting equipment. 
Assistant Attorney General Ayres 
immediately filed a motion for a 
new trial: 
"We are not particularly opposed 


to letting the city of O'Neill have 
these bonds,"'he said, "but we shall 
fight against their approval on the 
ground that if permission to issue 
the bonds in this case becomes a 
precedent, any city in the state may 
hereafter be able to issue bonds 
without any limit as to time or 
amount." 
, 
The state holds that by statute a 


city of the second class, of which 
O'Neill is a member, may issue 
bonds for fire-fighting 
apparatus 


only by vote of three-fifths of those 
casting their ballots at an election 
called for their approval, and must 
designate them as water bonds. The 
same statute 'requires that the 
bonds be issued for a period of 
twenty years with privilege of re- 
demption after five years. 
The bonds in controversy were 
designated as fire department bonds 
by the city of O'Neill instead of 
water bonds. At the election called 
for by the city council to vote on 
issuing the bonds this spring, the 
vote of approval was considerably 
short of three-fifths, although well 
over a majority. The bonds were is- 
sued In denominations of $500 for a 
period of seven years wife the ngnt. 
to redeem two bonds each year. 
Allegation is made by the city of 


O'Neill that the statute oh""w~Kich 
the state bases its objections to-ap- 
proval of the bonds is merely an 
additional grant of powers m addi- 
tion to those given cities of the sec- 
ond class in their charters. This 
statute, the city charges, was never 
intended by the state legislature to 
be the exclusive means by .which 
fire 
department 
bonds may be

yTuck in the sheet at both bottom 
and tpo, drawing it very eightly. 
Bring the corner of the sheet around 
the corner of the mattress to the 
sides of the bed, pulling the side 
part of the sheet up on to the top 
of the mattress out of the way to 
stay there until corner is mitered. 
Turn the tuck-in part of the cor- 
ner under the side of the mattress 
as shown in figure number 2, Now 
take the part of the sheet waich 
was placed on top of the mattress 
to get it out of the way. Let it 
fall over the edge as shown, in fig- 
urr 3. 


Tuck the fall-over 
under the 


mattress and you get a finished re- 
sult like that shown in drawing 
marked "complete."' 


In making a bed the upper sheet 


is mitered only at the two bottom 
corners. The upper part is foHet! 
back over the blanket or comforter 
or summer quilt. This helps to K?ep 
the upper edge of bed coverings 
clean. A sheet may be washed so 
much more easily than a heavier, 
larger piece of bedding that this is 
a good precaution to take.

of Omaha, that she had lived with 
Carrow as his waitress and house- 
keeper for nearly two years, and 
that several times when she left 
him, he forced her to return on 
threats of beating her.

LARRY 


The world should be deeply grateful for the fine, 


splendid example of Larry- Larry was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas Foster, of Bidgewood, N. J. An 
active youngster in high school and college, he as- 
sumed a leadership in the Hi-Y club, the boy scouts 
and the Methodist Episcopal church. At eighteen he 
was graduated from high school, and entered Lafay- 
ette college in 1923. At the close of college he left for 
Arizona to spend his summer vacation, after having 
completed his sophomore year. 


One glorious evening they found him dead. He 


had gone forth to enjoy the beauty of a magnificent 
sunset, his horse had taken fright, and had thrown 
him against a tree. 


Larry did not live many years but in that brief 


span he did enough thinking to furnish the inspira- 
tion for a book, which is called: "Larry: Thoughts of 
Youth." It should prove of inspiration to youth ana 
mature age alike for Larry lived cleanly and joyously,. 
He was modern in his outlook t»i as old fashioned as 
virtue in his living, one reviewer declares. He had a 
part in all .of the healthy, outdoor athletics which 
build fine manhood. He could sing and debate and 
write. He had an exceptional scholarship record. 


In a diary, Larry unburdened himself. 
Once after a party he wrote to "Girl" as follows: 
"I am afraid I am hopelessly simple and out of 


fashion as a collegian, but I can't enjoy a gang that 
lives on nothing but mushing and necking and who 
have absolutely nothing inside their upper stories but 
nonsense." 
. 


Once again, while out in the country, he put down 


these thoughts: 


"The days are divine. Honestly, no matter what 
beliefs I might have in regard to religion, a day nice 
this proves there is a God. 
. 
"The grass is a vivid green, shrubs are just burst- 


ing with yellow and red buds, trees have a downy, 
yellow-green foliage as well as the darker and heavier 
emerald, the patches of shadow are so darkly con- 
trasted with the bright foreground that everything 
stands out in bold relief. The ivies are making trie 
building beautiful with their fine traceries and over 
the whole, living, singing, growing earth ttiere is a 
pale blue Maxfield Parrish sky. 
"Gosh beautiful? 
Heavenly! And some fellows 
walk to class with looking down at their shoes, and 
never a smile on their face. Why, the poor prunes, 
they are missing the most gorgeous picture ever 
painted." 
That furnishes its own characterization of youth. 


There is in it the zest and the joy of living. There 
is beauty for all of us if we have the eyes to see it. 
We need not go to the mountains, the seashore, or 
the lakes to find it. Along the roadside -in Nebras- 
ka at this particular season there is fully as glorious 
a panorama as brought forth the exclamation of deep 
appreciation from the lips of Larry. 


Hills, which are bathed in sunlight, shading from 


the light green to the deep rich foliage of wheat 
which shortly will begin to turn brown. Fields of 
corn, planted with great care, just now poking green 
shoots into the sunshine. Alfalfa and sweet clover fra- 
grance to the air. and scores of wild flowers bloom- 
in? along: the highway. There is no true son of the 
Middle West, who cannot derive a deep sense" of pride 
and exultation in the rural districts at this season 
at the year. 


Larry was not hopelessly old-fashioned. 
He was 


only a splendid boy, awake to the factors of living 
which make life worth while. Nor can we believe 
that he was an exception. There are hundreds and 
hundreds of young men who see with the same eyes 
•which made his brief existence such a happy one. 
And for those who have lost the optimism of Larry, 
who have found it impossible to find pleasure in 
simple living, the book fashioned around him will 
come like a Splash of cold water. It will revive and 
restore the one who has become weary of living. 


NEBRASKA'S NEW NATIONAL HIGHWAY 


It is good news for all towns In Nebraska which 


are on or near the D. L. D. highway to learn that the 
present federal route No. 38 through the southern 
part of this state is to be included in one of the meat 
important transcontinental roads having its eastern 
extremity at Cape Cod, Mass., and the western one at 
Denver. 
\ 


The fact that this highway is to be given the desig- 


nation of No. 6 In the federal system indicates its 
relative importance as a main east-and-west trunk. 
It will be known under that numeral designation in 
all the states through which it passes. As the most 
direct route from Chicago to Denver, it will be trav- 
eled by hundreds of thousand* ui tourists and busi- 
ness motorists every v^ar. With the eastern end 
touching the Atlantic seaboard, it will bring many 
more travelers from that region through Lincoln than 
have heretofore been coming this way. The same 
will be true of motorists from California and the 
Rocky Mountain states going east. 


Lincoln and all other cities and villages of Nebras- 


ka situated along U. S. route No. 6 will be glad to wel- 
come the new army of visitors. The people of this 
region are pleased to have them traveling this high- 
way instead of going further south by way of Kansas 
City, or perhaps on a northerly line through St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. 


Completion of paving between Lincoln and Oma- 


ha this year, together,with the 18 miles stretch laid 
westward from this city, undoubtedly helped to es- 
tablish No. 6 on the line of the D. L. D. In Colorado, 
paved roads are b'elng steadily pushed toward the Ne- 
braska line. Sooner or later the entire mileage of the 
new highway through Nebraska will be hard-surfaced 
When that time comes, it will be possible to drive the 
whole distance from Boston to Denver on concrete 
and brick roads. 


Together with the Lincoln highway, which follows 


the Platte river route, and the one leading to Port- 
land and Astoria, running through northern Nebras- 
ka, this will give the state three "main transcontinen- 
tal roads bearing U. S. numbers. As these are im- 
proved and made usable in all kinds of weather, the 
amount of traffic through Nebraska will steadily in- 
crease. 


Of course, the bier federal highways will be of im- 


mense benefit to the people of Nebraska themselves 
by affording quicker and more dependable means of 
transportation between points within the state. The 
benefit will by no means be confined to towns located 
on or adjacent to these highways. It will be shared 
by all other communities by furnishing highway con- 
nections enabling farmers to ship their products more 
expeditiously to market and manufacturers and

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF. 


The one hundred and fifty-sixth anniversary of one 


of the most significant events in American history 
fell on Monday. It marked the election of George 
Washington as commander-in-chief of the Continen- 
tal forces. 


The journal of the Second 
Continental 
congress 


which was in session at the old State House in Phila- 
delphia contains this entry: 


"Resolved, that a general be appointed to command 


all of tlie Continental Forces, raised or to be raised 
for the defense of American liberty. 


""That five hundred dollars a month be allowed for 


the pay and expenses of the general. 


"The congress then proceeded to the choice of a 


general by ballot, and George Washington, Esq., was 
unanimously elected." 


Washington was forty-three years of age when he 


was chosen to take command of the 
Continental 


forces. He was unquestionably the most experienced 
military leader which the colonies had developed. Be- 
fore he had attained his majority, he was leading 
forces against the Indians. It appeared from the de- 
liberations of the congress that no other name was 
mentioned in connection with the decision to select 
a commander in chief except Washington's. 


It was civil rather than military 
achievements, 


however, which focused attention upon Washington. 
There had been no armed forces except those main- 
tained by the mother country and the colonial 
troops which served as a police force. But in busi- 
ness Washington had been extremely successful. He 
had laid the foundations for the large estate which 
he amassed, had very considerable land holdings, and 
was operating them successfully. He had the full 
confidence of the colonial leaders, even including 
some who later became critical. It was a happy day 
for the colonies when the choice was made. Wash- 
ington was far more important to the revolutionary 
cause from the standpoint of morale than he was on 
the basis of military genius.

The members of the 
New York City fire department are 
as efficient a lot of fire fighters as 
there is in the world, xsut so far as 
I know it was not until recently that 
they have had a historian. Mr. Her- 
bert Asbury has written a book, "Ye 
Olde Fire Laddies" (Knopf & Co., 
of New York, publishers), 
which 
should make interesting reading for 
every lad such as yours. 


Mr. Asbury's title is justified by 
what he relates in this volume. The 
early volunteer firemen of New York 
City were the popular and unpaid 
guardians of life and property, and 
also a potent social and political 
force in that city for more than 
seventy-five years. A few old veter- 
ans of the "Bed Shirts" who regard- 
ed running with the fire engine as a 
first class sport still linger in our 
midst, and in towns and cities of 
lesser size they are as active today 
as ever. 


Future party boases, judges, sol- 
diers, writers and journalists once 
manned the fire engines. The var- 
ious companies had their feuds, riv- 
alries, loyalties and 
attachments 
rendered valuable and 
prolonged 
service and payed the way for the 
splendidly equipped and officered 
municipal fire departments of our 
larger cities and towns.

No more surprising statement has come from an 


old world statesman since the war. perhaps, than the 
recent comment of Sir Arthur Keith, in which he not 
only predicted war but declared it would be a good 
thing. 


"Nature keeps her human orchard healthy by prun- 


ing." he said, "and war is her pruning hook." 


If this had come before 1914, it would not have 


been so surprising. Man. then, had only begun to 
learn what modem war could mean. The more than 
four years of actual conflict taught a sorrowing 
world, the terrific penalty that' human selfishness 
and national jealousies can bring. 


It seems incredible that any man today would at- 


tempt to defend war as an institution. 


As always in the past, it sends men forth to suf- 


fer, to return, if they do return, broken in health, 
sometimes in spirit- As in the past, it disrupts nor- 
mal industrial and commercial 
development. It 


brings suffering of innocent mothers and children, 
which can never be justified. 


But modern war does two things more hideous than 


ever war did before. Modern war strips nations of 
their finest and ablest young men. It leaves whole 
nations impoverished of what might have been their 
greatest leadership. And it opens the door to whole- 
sale slaughter of helpless civilians far from the bat- 
tlefront by the deadly weapons of the air and scien- 
tific gases. 


A defense of war is an imbecilic attempt to dodge 


the pressing problems of civilization's administration 
of itself. Unemployment, maladjustment of distri- 
bution, inequitable dispersal of the world's goods, are 
problems to be solved by Intelligence, not dodged by 
the horrors ol war.

There will orobably be a special 
letting on July 16 for construction 
of a new concrete and steel bridge 
over the Platte river south of 
Columbus, estimated to cost $100,000. 
Later, another bridge is to be built 
over the Loup, on the highway lead- 
ing into Columbus, and two miles of 
road south of the Platte river bridge 
is to be paved.

Could Force Separate Vote. 


Under the new rule adopted by 


the house last Friday, the demo- 
crats could force a separation of 
items above the governor's budget 
and have them voted upon apart 
from the main body of the bill. 


The rule provides that an ap- 


propriation 
bill containing such 


items shall first be put on its pas- 
page as an entirety. Should it re- 
ceive a three-fifths majority, or 60 
votes, it would be declared passed 
with these items .included- and 
they would thenceforth be immune 
from the governor's veto. 


In case the bill had less than a 


three-fifths 
majority, the 
rule 


specifies that every item of increase 
shall thereupon be placed on third 
reading by itself. In that way the 
house would get a chance to vote 
squarely upon every controver^d 
;tem. Any one 'ailing to secure a 
three-fifths 
majority 
would 
be 


dropped from the bill. With these 
items eliminated, the bill would be 
re-engrossed arid again placed on 
final passage. It would then re- 
quire only a simple majority, or 51 
votes, to get through. 


Although the house added a num- 


ber of items and increased others, 
none of these got 60 votes in com- 
mittee of the whole- There would

ceived a crushing defeat on another 
battleground. 


At least 20,000 government troops 


were slaughtered or otherwise dis- 
posed of by reds in Kiangsi, Hunan 
and northern Fukien provinces re- 
cently, an 
official announcement 
said. 
In Hupeh province, however, an 
announcement at Hankow, said, na- 
tionalist troops routed 15,000 reds 
and captured 
several 
communist 
strongholds. 
To combat the red menace, the 
government 
announced it 
had 
rushed 200,000 troops into Kiangsi 
province and thousands of addi- 
tional soldiers into Fukien and Hu- 
nan. Nationalist leaders regard the 
red threat as the most serious ever 
to confront the preserit government. 
President to Head Campaign. 
President Chaing Kai-Shek, head 


of the nationalist regime, said 
he 


would leave within three days to 
lead the campaign personally. This 
action by the government head has 
been expected momentarily 
since 
his announcement that he 
would 
"suppress the red menace or die in 
the attempt."
